SUGGESTS A CHANGE. 
Aiter the meeting of the Red- 
cut and District Welfare Assoc- 
iation jast Monday, one of the 
farmers who was _ present 
brought to our attention the 
need for relief to farmers in this 
district, both with regards to 
prévisiong and seed grain. From 
what we learned there is no 
doubt that some concerted effort 
should be made at once in oraer 
to bring to the attention of tne 
government the true condition 
which exists among many farm- 
ers of the district affected by the 
' drouth last year. 
In this connection, too, ow 
informant brought out a sugges- 
tion which, in our opinion, is a 
good one and one that might weli 
be acted upon. He thought that 
in the matter of relief to farmers 
it should be taken out of politics 
entirely and administered by 
some separate organization 
which would not be influenced in 
any way by politics in the dis- 
charge of its duties. Our farm- 
er friend pointed out that under 
the present system politics enter 
too much into the matter and, as 
a result, the farmer is often at 
the mercy of the of ‘officials.

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LAYING TONIC FOR HENS. 

A great many people have the idea 
that egg production can be greatly in- 
creased by giving the hens tonics, egg- 
producers and other preparations put 
up and sold for his purpose. This is 
not the ease, Best results in feeding 
for eggs is vo give the hens a balanced 
ration made up of the foods required 
to produce eggs; If tonics are needed 
the simple, home ones are best. 

As a rule the usc of charcoal in the 
avy is one of the best tonics that 
can fed, An occasional dose of 
Epsom salts will also have gbod ef- 
focts. One pound toa hundred hens is 
ebout the right quantity, Dissolve 
it in hot water and mix with a bran 
mash, Charcoal should be mixed with 
the dry mash at the rate of about one 
pound toone hundred of the dry mash. 
Let the hens eat all the dry mash they 
wish, Feed it in a hopper, Crushed 
oats is about as good a dry mash as 
can be fed. Make the-hens work for 
all the hard grain they et by throwing 
it in.deep straw on the floor of the 
house. Feed cabbage of mangels >» 
gveen food, If at all possible, give 
-|milk to drink, Buttermilk or sour 
milk is good. If cut green bone is fed 
give not more than one ounce per 
week per hen, Give a eoft mash once 
a day. Feed it warm, and only add

“Wild Life Conference” 


The imporiance of the wild life of 
Canada has been recently emphasized 
by the phenomenal advances of prices 
at the recent fur gales, High prices 
nave, as might be expected, resultea 
in an intensified campaign of hunting 
vnd teapping of ouy fur-beaving ani; 
mals, At present the market readily 
absorbs all the furs off: ‘red, and the 
itigh prices put a prem ‘mun upon in- 
discriminate slaughter with the dan- 
ger of extinctidn or of deplotion of our 
fur-bearers to the peint where recu- 
peration becomes impossible. 

In, 1918 Commission -of Conserva- 
lion made a survey of the fur trade, 
and publ’ shed a report entitled “Fur 
Farming in Canada.” In February 
last, the Commission, in conjunction 
with the Advisory Board on Wild 
Life, called the first national conven- 
tion to consider the large subject of 
the conservation and protection of 
wildlife. Represcoatatives of the pro- 
vincial governments, the dominion 
government and sporting and game 
pfotective associations were presen. 
A number of the !caders im this move. 
nent from tho United States also at- 
vended. 

“The report of (his eonference has 
just been issued by the commission, 
and should be in the h«nds of not only 
‘hose interested in the fur trade but 
of every lover of wild life.
